4 MOMtt-'ITO FLEET 


Will be Organized to Poll** the Philip- 


pine*, Ocean Tug* 10 be Converted. 


Washington, March 
17—The navy 


department is taking steps for the for- 
mation of a mosquito fleet for the 
Philippines. The conditions now pre- 
vailing in Luzon indicate that It Is 
necessary to maintain a strict police 
of the coast and inland waters. 
For 


inland work especially the department 
needs light draught boats. The big 
ocean tugs that formed the mosquito 
fleet around Cuba during the blockade 
are being looked over. 
The govern- 


ment owns a number. Some of them 
are on the Pacific. 


The department has figured out a 


coasting voyage to take them up the 
alaskan coast, coaling at Sitka, Un- 
alaska, and Cooks inlet and so down 
through the Alleutian islands to Hake- 
dot, the northern point of Japan. 
Thence they will make a run across 
the China sea to Hong Kong and 
thence to Manila. It will be a two- 
months voyage, but safe. Spain has a 
large fleet of small gunboats admirably 
suited to this work in the Philippines, 
but she recently sold 13 of them at 
Hong Kong1. Possibly some of these 
may be purchased by the government. 
The tugs destined for the Philippines 
will be armed with abundance of 
machine guns, and rapid-fire guns up 
to six and twelve pounders.

COHESION OP MINERS. 


Discussion of the Fr'c'lon on the Alas- 


kan Boundary Between Cana- 


dian and American Miners. 


Washington, March 17—The hostile 


collision between the American/ and 
Canadian miners from Vancouver was 
exactly what was .apprehended by the 
representatives of the United States 
government in the late Canadian con- 
ference. It is said by one of these 
officials that they were sadly em- 
barrassed in their efforts to settle the 
Alaskan boundary dispute by the 
British Columbia legislature, which, so 
far from endeavoring to secure a 
peaceful adjustment of the boundary 
difficulties had, by the passage of Irri- 
tating legislation, done so much to re- 
tard an agreement. The officials here 
cannot tell from the vague reports 
where the collision occurred so it is im- 
possible to tell wlao was at fault. It is 
said, however, that the Canadians have 
been particularly aggressive in this 
boundary matter right along and have 
several times advanced the boundary 
lines claimed by them and in each case 
the extension was coincided, or fol- 
lowed closely by the discovery of new 
gold fields in the vicinity.

The dead, whose bodies 
were horribV mangled, remained where 
they were until shortly after noon, when 
a coroner's Jury was empanelled. In the 
absence of Coroner Dunlap, Justice of 
the Peace Cumm rigs summoned the jury 
and conducted the Inquest. 


The jury rendered a verdict, which, 


presented In writing, reads: 
"We, the

WEIGHTED SILK. 


THE CARE OF PEARLS. 


Even • Drop of Lemonade Ii Sufficient to 


Ruin Their Appearance. 


American girls are fond of pearls and 


bave no superstitions fears that they 
mean "tears." It may not be known to 
the possessors of these gems that pearls 
are regarded as "well" or "ill" from a 
jeweler's point ofc view. Like human 
beings, tbey require fresh air to be kept 
alive. Iu other words,'they must be 
worn and not remain too long in a clos- 
ed case. Judges of pearls can tell by 
looking at them whether tbe gem is 
"lucido" (clear and healthy), or wheth- 
er it is beginning to be an invalid. Ex- 
perts talk of pearls "dying," they some- 
times becoming discolored and. turning 
black. 


A black pearl may be a handsome 


•tone, but it has not the evanescent 
rainbow suggestions to be seen in a 
milky or rosy pearl. Italian women, 
who know a great deal about pearls, 
wear tbeir necklaces and "ropos" con- 
stantly. This gives them tbe light and 
air required by tbe mysterious forma- 
tions, and yet they are not exposed to 
the chances of discoloration by being 
touched with acid. 
\ 


It is easier to keep pearls in fair con- 


dition when they are set ia a lacepin 
or in necklaces. It is bard to care for ' 
them in a finger ring. One must be care- i 
ful to remove them not only in washing ' 
tbe hands, but they should never be 
worn when tbere is likelihood of being 
touched by food or drink. - 


About a month ago the owner of a 


beautiful pink pearl worn in a finger 
ring was alarmed to find the stone was 
darkening and becoming covered with 
an opaque dark crust. She took it to ber 
jeweler, who pronounced it a case of 
"scale." He told her tbe delicate sub- 
stance had been in contact with some 
acid, and as she insisted this bad not 
happened he reminded her that a drop 
of lemonade would be sufficient to do 
the mischief. She then remembered 
drinking lemonade while the ring was 
on her ungloved hand. 


The only remedy for scale is a remov- 


al of a whole layer of the pearl. This is 
an excessively delicate business, which 
should be done by an expert workman, 
and never undertaken by apprentice 
hands. It is a costly business and re- 
duces the size and value of the pearl , 
that must undergo the operation.—Phil- j 
adelphia Becord. 


MISER GENIUSES. 


Sometime! Ninety Per Cent of the Ma- 


terial Is Foreign Sub»tance. 


At the present day tbe practice of 


weighting silks by means of astringent 
extracts, salts of tin, silicate and phos- 
phate of soda and a variety of other 
substances, all more or less injurious to 
the wear of tie fiber, has reached such 
a height tbat it is seriously affecting 
tbe trade. This ia especially tbe case as 
regards black silk, but fabrics of other 
colors suffer iu tbe same manner. 


It used to be remarked tbat a silk 


dress or a silk handkerchief would last 
a lifetime, aud this is almost true for 
absolutely pure silk. But in much of 
.tbe fabric sold at the present day tbere 
is not more than 10 or 13 per cent of 
real silk, all the rest being extraneous 
matter applied to tbe fiber in tbe decep- 
tive process of "weighting." 


Pure silk, when burned, leaves a 


quantity of ash which is always consid- 
erably less than 1 per cent, but tbe ash 
left by some weighted silks has been 
found to amount to as much as 48 per 
cent of the weight of tbe fabric. 


The extraneous substances to which 


"we have alluded are caused to adhere to 
the fiber by passing the gkeins through 
hot baths of tannin extracts, tin salts, 
salts of iron, antimony, potash, etc., 
and it has been found that when a niik 
much charged with such substances is 
heated it will not burn with flame, but 
will only smolder away, leaving a very 
large amount of ash behind. 


But these weighted silks are, how- 


ever, of so combustible a nature tbat 
some have been known to take fire spon- 
taneously, a result due to the gradual 
decomposition of the substances used 
for weighting, and disastrous fires bave 
been traced to this cause. Spontaneous 
combustion is liable to break out more 
especially in black silks tbat are stored 
in warm, dry places.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.

THE SANCY DIAMOND. 


Thi* magnificent Jewel Will B« Owned by 


Pauline Aitor. 


In the ordinary course of events Miss 


Pauline Astor will some day become 
possessor of the most famous and mag- 
nificent diamond owned outside of a 
crown treasure. The gem in question is 
tbe world famous Sancy diamond, owned 
by her father, and were it to appear 
among the jewels worn at any court 
function or royal drawing room it would 
entirely throw into tbe shade every oth- 
er gem tbere except the Kohinoor, 
which tbe queen always wears on state 
occasions ai a brooch. 


The Sancy is a stone which is pos- 


sessed uf a remarkable jtnstory. Weigh- 
ing about 54 carats, it at on a time- 
formed part of the crown jewels of 
Duke Charles the Bold of Burgundy, 
and on his death in battle in Switzer- 
land was found set either in bis helmet 
or sword hilt. The Swiss sold it to tbe 
French king of the day, and from that 
time forth it became one of the crowb 
jewels of France. 


It disappeared at the time of the revo- 


lution, reappeared at the restoration 
and at the time of tbe second revolu- 
tion in 1880 passed by purchase into 
tbe possession of Anatole Demidoff, the 
Muscovite millionaire. It was worn for 
a time by Demidofl's wife. Princess 
Matbilde Bonaparte, but he took it 
from her before their separation and 
then bequeathed it to'his nepbew, Paul 
Demidoff. The latter sold it in the six- 
ties for the sum of $200,000, a ridicu- 
lously small price, to the late Sir 
Jamsetjee Jejeehobhoy, tbe Pareee mil- 
lionaire and philanthropist of Bombay. 
After his demise his heirs put it once 
more in the market, and it was pur- 
chased by William Waldorf Astor by 
private contract, no mention being made 
of the price paid.—Philadelphia Times.

Joskl, reported in yesterday's issue, to 
settle up his difficulty with Foster E. 
Swift, was continued this morning, 
and finally resulted in the sending on 
of $55 to Mr. Swift by telegraph. Mr. 
Swift has not yet accepted the settle- 
ment, and has not yet decided whether 
he will or not. 


Several telephone messages 
have 


been received from Philadelphia, where 
Joskl is under arrest, since the first 
one already reported. Then this morn- 
Ing- came a dispatch saying that the 
money would be wired, and soon after 
came a notice that there was ?55 to Mr. 
Swift's credit at the telegraph office. 


This matter 
was referred 
to the 


police, and Chief Kendall at once wired 
to Philadelphia, asking whether Joski 
V-as being held for the local police 
alone or not. To this no answer had 
been received this afternoon, and Chief 
Kendall has received no word from 
the Philadelphia authorities since the 
arst notice from them that Joskl was 
being held there. 


If Mr. Swift should decide not to ac- 


cept the settlement, prefeiring to see 
Joskl punished, he 
will be brought 


here. Although the acceptance of the 
offered settlement would not effect the 
criminality in the case it would prob- 
ably influence the courts in deciding it, 
so that it would be" doubtful If he would 
be sentenced. 


The offer of a settlement has been 


expected, as in former cases in which 
Joski was implicated, this has been his 
customary trick. 
The check which he passedhere was for 


$50, and the additional amount sent on 
was Intended as a peace offering and 
payment of the expenses which the 
affair has already Involved.

There are few things more attractive 


to tbe generality of men or more calcu- 
lated to excite their wonder and admira- 
tion than a dexterously and mysteriously 
contrived automaton. There is, indeed, 
something almost uncanny in the sight 
of a figure mado by men's hands acting 
like a creature of flesh and blood, and 
this uncanniness is one of the most sub- 
tle of fascinations. Hence tbe silver of 
tbe curious readily finds its way into 
the pocketa of men ingenious enough to 
invent such marvels. 


This passion for tbe automaton is cer- 


tainly no new thing. One meets it in 
almost the earliest books, sometimes 
veiled in myth, sometimes more direct- 
ly stated. 
Vulcan, it will be remem- 


bered, made automatic tripods for tbe 
gods of Olympus — stools which ad 
vanced of their own accord to the ban- 
queting table and so retired when the 
feast was over. 


Arif»jtle tells us that the human au- 


tomata which Daedalus mad» were so 
active that it was necessary to keep 
them tethered for fear they would run 
away. The same philosopher describes 
a wooden Venus who walked about and 
gives also the secret of the phenomenon. 
She was filled with quicksilver—a some- 
what crude device. Albertus Magnus is 
credited with having made a brazen 
man who talked and St. Thomas Aqui- 
nas with having pouuded it to pieces 
with a club, suspecting it to be a work 
of satan. 
Some marvelous feats of 


mechanism are credited to John Muller, 
otherwise known as Regiomontanue, 
who flourished in the fifteenth century, 
and in dealing with him we perhaps 
touch firmer ground. One was an iron 
fly which flew around a table, another 
a wooden eagle which went out to meet 
Emperor Maximilian on his entry of 
Nuremberg on June 7, 1470, and re- 
turned with him to the city gates. 


Whether due or not to the stimulus 


given by Louis XIV, the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries were in France 
times of great automatic activity. 
In- 


deed, the first named century marks the 
beginning of the really historical era of 
automata. In the eighteenth century 
lived Mr. Vaucanson, perhaps the most 
wonderful of all makers of automata 
and tbe creator of the famous dnck 
which first appeared before the public 
in 1741. The duck was Vaucauson's 
masterpiece and completed a reputation 
already made wide by his mechanical 
flute player a»l an automatic musician 
which not only blew upon the flageolet, 
but also kept time to it on a tambourine. 
The bird was ot life size, and not -only 
was it outwardly an exact imitation to 
a feather of a real duck, but its internal 
anatomy was absolutely true to life. So, 
indeed, were its movements, for it 
swam, dived, walked, quacked, 
ate, 


drank and by an ingenious device even 
seemed to digest its food.

Of 
many frauds upon tbe wonder loving 
public perhaps the completes! was that 
of the famous automatic chess player of 
Mr. Kempelen, which was exhibited 
all over Europe at the end of the last I 
century and afterward in America. 
It 


was the figure of a life sized Turk seat- 
ed behind a large box, the top of which 
was marked iu tbe middle for chess. 
Prior to the automaton's meeting an 
opponent the front of the box was open- 
ed and skeptical lookers on were shown 
an arrangement of strings, pulleys and 
cylinders. After this they were allowed 
to examine tbe interior of the figure, 
which was hollow. Then Mr. Kempe- 
len wound np his Turk with a key, and 
it was ready to play, which it did by 


j moving the pieces with its left hand 


and giving three nods for check to king 


• and two for check to queen. All the 


noted chess players of Europe succumb- 
ed to tbe figure's superior strategy, and 
its skill so impressed the Empress Cath- 
erine 11 of Russia that she wished .to 
bny it and was with difficulty persuad- 
ed by Mr. Kempeleu to give up the idea. 
It was not for years that the secret was 
discovered; but, like most secrets, it 
leaked out at last Tbe real chess play- 
er was a Mr. Wronsky, a Polish ex-cap- 
tain, both of whose legs had been am- 
putated at the trunk in consequence of 
n wound from a cannon ball. While the 
spectators were examining the box 
Wronsky was in the Turk's body, and 
when they turned to inspect that an in- 
genious mechanism slid him back into 
tbe box. To the fact that Wronsky was 
a chesa player of consummate skill tbe 
wide- fame of tbe automaton, which be 
aecretly controlled, is to be attributed. 
After this disclosure Mr. Kempeleu'a 
automaton naturally enough ceased to 
move mankind to wonder.—New York 
Post.

the Crane." No great poet would be 
moved to deathless verne in contem- 
plating a steam heat radiator. With 
the .advent of furnacat and steam heat 
the good old art of story tilling should 
have gone out of fashion. 


Blonde! harping the achievements of 


Richard of th* Lion Heart or Ossian, 
the son of Fingal, chanting beside a 
bard coal stove would be the subject of 
a newspaper carie».t.:re instead of a 
full length portrait in oils. The modern 
'Stoves and grates and hot air and iteam 
radiators are irreconcilably unplctur- 
esque. 


When one goes abroad and looks into 


the palaces and manor houses of the 
old world, one is struck by the beauty 
of tbe fireplaces. They are dominant 
features in the *rt^t'.o furnishing of the 
apartments. 


This is not because of the greater or- 


nateness of scrae of these mantelpieces. 
A simple one set with a picture or a 
molding may be as artistic as one of the 
marvelously carved marble affairs in 
the princely palaces of Italy. 


The difference between past and pres- 


ent effects is that the old architect plan- 
n«d the mantelpieces with regard to 
harmony and size, form and quality 
with th* rest of th* room. Great art- 
ists did not disdain to exercise their 
skill upon the frieze or overmantel dec- 
oration. The carytldes were daintily 
carved by master sculptors, and the 
finest materials were used in their con- 
struction. 


Just as lines of windows and doors 


were carried up to the cornice, so the 
..most stately effect* were produced by 
'continuing the line of the mantelpiece 
up to It Of course the mantel of thr 
middle age*, with its great hood, is not 
any more used. The old fashioned Idea 
,was that a large opening was needed to 
• carry off the heat, but the drafts that 
«am* down the chimney opening were 
found to be very annoying. Doors were 
fitted to the fireplace, and when the fire 
was- not lighted thtse were kept closed. 
Such doors and the lining t-.f the fire- 
places were of Iron beautifully emboss- 
ed with th* d*slgn* with which the old 
Iron workers were so fond of touching 
up their work. It was later In the his- 
tory of mantelpieces that fire brick was 
substituted for iron. The effect was not 
nearly so handsome, but tbe quality of 
the iron then mad* was not so well 


' adapted to th* purpoM, and decorators 


and builders aimed at variety and 
eheapne*! 


American landowners. The aim at that 
time was to attain simplicity of treat- 
ment. During the reigr. of Louis XIV 
of France the ornateness in house deco- 
ration was carried to such aii extreme 
that there was later a reaction to the 
other extreme, and everything, good 
or bad, in the previous system was 
avoided. 


Modern decorators and architects, 


however, are beginning to have the 
sense to adopt the good points of dif- 
ferent periods, and as a result of this 


of mantel cabinets of wood with a mar- 
ble mantel is another unpardonable 
mistake. Neither are tbe screens of 
paper and silk used to close the grates 
in summer an evidence of a cultivated 
taste. Such things are not serviceable 
and soon look soiled and tawdry; 


A mantelpiece recently designed and

HOTT to Walk Up ftnlrs. 


A physician who declares that but 


very few people know how to walk up 
stairs properly gives these instructions: 


Usually a -oerson will tread on the ball 


of his foot in taking each step. This la 
very tiresome and wearing on the mus- 
:les, as It throws the entire suspended 
weight of the body on the muscles of the 
legs and feet. You should, in walking 
or climbing stairs, seek for the most 
equal distribution of the body's weight 
possible. In walking up stair? your feet 
should be placed squarely down on the 
step, heel and all, and then the work 
should be performed slowly and deliber- 
ately. In this way there is no strain up- 
on any particualr muscle, but each one 
Is doing Us duty in a natural manner. 
The man who goes up stairs with a 
spring you may be sure is no philoso- 
pher, or, at least, his reasoning has not 
been directed to that subject. The doc- 
tor might have gone a little further In 
the same line and protested against the 
habit which many person* have of 
bending over half double whenever they 
ascend a (light of stairs. In exertion of 
this kind, when the heart Is naturally 
excited to a more rapid action, it is de- 
sirable that the lungs should have, full 
play. Gut the crouching position inter- 
feres with their action, the blood Is Im- 
perfectly aerated, and there is trouble 
right away. Give the lungs a chance to 
do their work everywhere and at all 
times. 


To Wash FI»o*el>. 


Do you want to wash your flannels so 


that they will look like new when done? 
If you do, wash and dry them in the 
following way: 


First make a nice blood warm lather 


with good soap and water. Soap must! 
never be rubbed directly on flannel gar- 
ments, so put plenty In the water to be- 
gin with. On no account must tiannels 
be put Into dirty suds. 


Put the flannels In the suds, but In- 


stead of letting them stay to soak, as 
you would ordinary clothes, wash them 
at once and ke*p them In th* water as 
short a time as possible. 


Rinse them In clear water at tb* same 


tempwratnr* as th* first, and alter a 
vigorous shaking and »tr«tching hang 
them where they will dry quickly, but 
aot wh*re tbe *un will shla* oa tana, 


Never allow flannel* to frees*; It 


shrinks and hardens thran. In frosty 
weather spread them by the fire—not 
too close—turning them often, so that 
they m*y dry evenly. 


GOOD THINGS FOB THE TABLE. 


Orange Salad. 


Make a dressing with a tablespoonful 


of salad oil, a dessertspoonful of lemon 
juice, a dessertspoonful of chablis or 
hock and a pinch of powdered sugar and 
mix thoroughly. Peel half a dozen large 
sweet oranges, remove all the white 
pith and cut them into slices from the 
side. Divide some tangerine oranges in- 
to sections and remove the pips very 
carefully. Dip the slices and pieces of 
orange into the dressing, and arrange 
the former in a salad bowl and pour 
over it some maraschino. Beat the mix- 
ture well, and stir in lightly the stiffly 
whisked whites of five eggs. Butter a 
souffle tin. fold a piece of buttered pa- 
per round it BO that it stands two or 
three Inches above the tin, pour in the 
mixture and bake for about 45 minutes 
In a well heated oven. Ten minutes be- 
fore the souffle Is done scatter some 
Icing sugar over the top. Serve at ones 
with pineapple sauce in a sauce boat. 
For the sauce, make a thick custard 
with the yolks of lures eggs and half 
a pint of pineapple sirup, and whip it 
on ice until it is cold, then add half a 
pint of whipped cream flavored with 
maraschino, and ice the sauce 'bor- 
oughly before sending it to table. 


Mutton Chops 'With Cbetie Since. 
Brush the chops with olive oil or dip 


in melted butter. Broil over a brisk flre, 
| turning every 60 seconds. Before broll- 
| ing the chops prepare the sauce and let 
it stand over hot water. For eight to ten 
chops parboil two or three onions, 
drain, cut in pieces and put over the fira 
with two tablespoonfuls of butter, one 
teaspoonful of sugar and a clash of pep- 
per and salt. Let it cook without color- 
ing. 
Add two tablespoonfuls of boiled 


i rice and a pint of broth and simmer 
until the onion is very soft. Add two ta- 
blespoonfuls of finely grated cheese, and 
when thoroughly mixed presr the whole 
through a puree' sieve. Just before geld- 
ing to the table add a tablespoonful of 
cream. 


Parisian Potatoes, Roasted. 


Cut out of uncooked potatoes a pint 


of little balls and cook them in salted 
boiling water for ten minutes or until 
nearly tender. Drain and toss Into a 
frying pan with four tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter and a little salt. Set tha 
pan in the oven, shaking It frequently 
until the potatoes are thoroughly cook- 
ed and well browned. Add a little fresh 
butler, more salt If needed and a ta- 
blespoonful of chopped parsley. Toss 
the balls about to distribute the In- 
gredients evenly and serve at one* 


Wine Sanee. 


Put a teacupful of water Into a sauce- 


pan and let it boil. Beat together one 
cupful of sugar, two tabltspoonfuls of 
butter, one tablespooniui of flour and 
the yolk of one egg and stir Into the 
boiling water. When cooked and slight- 
ly cool, add one gill of wine. 


T« Cleaa Window*. 


To give windows a brilliant polish, it 


will be found a good plan to add a oott- 
pl* of tnbiespoonfuls of crystal or par- 
affin oil to a pall of cold water, nix well 
and wash th* windows over with a 
spong* which has been eqiieesed out ot 
th* water1, and tb»h dry them and pol- 
ish with a soft cloth. Windows cleanexl 
in this way will retain their brightness 
longer, even in foggy weather, than th*y 
would otherwise do. The *am«; method

But in case the champion of the 


previous year be not of those schools 
described under rule 2, and that two or 
more schools shall win an equal num- 
ber of points, then for the ensuing 
year the championship shall be held 
in abeyance, and merely the names 
of the schools that make the tie, to- 
gether with the date and place of per- 
formance, shall be inscribed on the 
pennant shall be kept for the year by 
the associaition. 


3—All disputes with regard to the 


possession of the cup shall be referred 
to the association. 


FITCHBURG TRAVEL BLOCKED

Trains on the Fitchburg road were
